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Housing authority has 
court date May 27

All members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority received a sum- 
mons last week to appear in court 
May 27 to respond to charges by 
Executive Director Ella Belmore 
that she was illegally terminated. 
Belmore has claimed that all 
members did not sign off on her 
termination notice and no just 
cause was given for her dismissal, 
as required under her one year 
contract. Chairman Tom Siracusa 
maintains the board followed the 
direction of the state Executive Of- 
fice of Communities and Develop- 
ment in dismissing the director. 
Now however, in the face of a 
legal challenge, EOCD has stepped 
back from a confrontation and 
asked the authority to reinstate its 
director. Public relations spokes- 
person Diane Butler said last week 
EOCD interpreted the contract one 
way but it could also be interpreted 
a second way, which would require 
that the board list reasons for 
firing their director. 

Al Meegan is still weighing a 
decision to resign from the board. 
Siracusa said Wednesday, after 
careful consideration, he was going 
to "hang in there" and not tender 
his resignation. He added he was 
under the impression Meegan, also, 
will remain on the board. Siracusa 
told this paper Belmore's attorney 
offered to withdraw the lawsuit if 
the board granted Belmore a four- 
year extension of her contract. His 
answer to the attorney, said Sira- 


cusa, was "basically, not on your 
life.” Siracusa is in the process of 
hiring his own attorney to help 
with the court case. 

One recent development has both 
Siracusa and Meegan very upset. 
Meegan said he was "furious" that 
Belmore is attending the NAHRO 
conference for executive directors 
and board members this week at 
the Sea Crest Conference Center in 
North Falmouth when she no 
longer works for the housing 
authority. Belmore's last day of 
work was May 16. A phone call to 
the center Tuesday confirmed that 
Belmore was registered at the hotel 
but she could not be reached for 
comment. Siracusa, too, expressed 
his anger over Belmore's atten- 
dance with board members Dan 
Gillis and Joan Sadowski. 

"This is really an outrage. She's 
going under false pretenses," 
claimed Siracusa. He said he 
contacted EOCD and was told that 
the trip was prepaid. EOCD is 
paying approximately $400 plus 
traveling expenses for Belmore's 
trip, according to the chairman. 
Meegan had also put in a request to 
attend the conference but he was 
turned down because three mem- 
bers were already going. 

Several board members have 
charged publicly that Rep. James 
Miceli had in some way pressured 
EOCD to pull back support from 
the board. Miceli said this week 
that just wasn't so, He admitted he

RMLD filed a rate increase of 4.4 
percent with the Mass. Dept. of 
Public Utilities on May 1. The 
increase is to take effect June 1. 

The RMLD legal notice on the 
rate increase appears on pages 18 
and 19 of this week's Town Crier, 

Although this increase comes less 
than a year after a 5.5 percent 
increase, the RMLD Energy 
Services Division has determined 
that the additional funds are 
necessary to compensate for the 
increases the RMLD has received 
from Boston Edison and the Sea- 
brook Nuclear Power Station, 

New Hampshire has imposed a six 
percent tax on out-of-state sales of 
power from Seabrook, The Mass. 
attorney general is looking into the 
legality of this tax. 

Meanwhile, Boston Edison has 
increased its rates by 37 percent to 
the utility, according to Vin 
Cameron, manager of the RMLD 
Energy Services Division, 

Last year, RMLD performed a 
cost of service and rate analysis 
which indicated a 12 percent 
increase was required, according to 
General Manager Left’ Rucker. 
Further research, however, showed 
that $3.9 million could be drawn 
from a rate stabilization fund, and 
an additional $3 million could be 
taken from a settlement with the 
Pilgrim Nuclear Power Station, 
owned by Boston Edison. 

The $6.9 million has-been used to 
offset the rate increase. There are 
no funds available or forseeable to 
buffer current or future costs, 

For the average homeowner, the 
increase will mean an additional 
$1,68 a month in the summer, and 
and additional $1.44 a month in 
winter, based on 500 kilowatt 


Rucker said they were, seven 
programs in the planning stages to 
complement the on-going conser- 
vation and cost-reduction programs 
already in place. He said there are 
time-of-use rates available, and 
meters which can be programmed 
to include weekends and holidays 
as part of the off-peak hours. 


did go to EOCD and told Secretary 
Mary Padula he felt Belmore had 
"some justification" for taking 
legal action against the authority. 
He added he only did for Belmore 
what he has done for other 
constituents, 

"There was no arm twisting, no 
pressure," he maintained. Miceli 
said his action was in response to 
calls from the director and several 
supporters who claimed Belmore 
was being “unjustly terminated.” 
Miceli said he reviewed Belmore's 
contract then brought it to EOCD 
and offered his opinion. Their 
attorney also looked at the 
document and told him he was 
"absolutely correct," said the 
legislator. 

"I asked them to expedite a deci- 
sion. She said_let us review it and 
they did,"Miceli added. 

Miceli explained that he had been 
in touch with Siracusa several 
times regarding the situation and 
he saw no reason why the chairman 
should be surprised by his visit to 
EOCD. As far as the future of the 
board, Miceli said "I'm hoping 
everybody involved can sit down, 
put their differences aside, and 
work together." 

Ken Dorrance, who was 
appointed interim director by the 
board and is apparently out of a 
job, feels there's more to the issue 
than meets the eye, He claimed 
EOCD made a legal opinion 
initially and now "the opinion's 
been changed because of political 
pressure.” 

Dorrance asked this paper why 
the state representative didn't get 
involved when Belmore first 
received her 60 day notification. 

"What happened from February 
19 to May 12? Where was Jim 
Miceli? Why all this time nothing; 
then I was named and boom we're 
fighting?" he asked. 

Dorrance added he was still 
pursuing legal action of his own 
but he preferred not to discuss 
specifics since the matter was in the 
hands of his attorneys. 

The next meeting of the housing 
authority is June 2.

Teaching positions restored 
as board reviews budget

In response to parental concerns, 
Wilmington School Committee 
members last week agreed to bring 
back two elementary teachers, re- 
store several reading positions, fill 
an elementary nurse's position, and 
fund one librarian's position for 
the two middle schools. In addi- 
tion, members went along with 
Supt. William Fay's recommen- 
dation of a "slight redistricting" 
which would take students from 
half day kindergarten classes at the 
Shawsheen and Wildwood schools 
and move them to a full-time class 
at the Woburn Street School. This 
last was seen as a necessity to meet 
space constraints at the Shawsheen 
and Wildwood schools. According 
to Fay, however, kindergarten 
pupils with siblings in the Shaw- 
sheen or Wildwood would not be 
impacted by the redistricting. 

Committee Chairman Robert 
Peterson repeated throughout the 
meeting the board was just taking a 
second look at certain line items 
and would not go above the $12.1 
million bottom line voted at town 
meeting. 

Fay explained he and his 
administrative team met for two 
days to review "priority items" 
suggested earlier by parents and 
committeemen, To pay for the 
restored positions money would 
have to come from other budget 
areas, he said. Money to fund the 
elementary teachers, for instance, 
will come from the high school 
drop-out program, which has now

Leverage used to

Wilmington officials have im- 
pounded a tractor, backhoe, and 
lowboy trailer from owner 
Coleman McDonough to force him 
to make good on a promise to clean 
up his property on Ainsworth 
Road. There is currently a distress 
warrant out on the owner of C,P. 
McDonough Construction Co., 
according to Health Director Greg 
Erickson, 

Erickson told members of the 
Board of Health Monday he and the 
town manager asked McDonough 
to show "good faith" and begin to 
clean up trash, debris, and vehicles 
on site in return for the equipment. 
Erickson said the owner did begin 
cleaning up the property but it was 
mostly material like soil and loam 
that could be sold for a profit. In 
"the spirit of compromise," he 
added, officials agreed to only keep 


the backhoe so McDonough can use 
the other equipment for the 
clean-up operation. 

Chairman Jim Ficociello spoke 
against that decision, 

"He has not stuck to his word. He 
filled us with promises, Until that 
stuff is out of there I say we keep 
everything,” the chairman said. 
The board voted unanimously to 
keep the vehicles and equipment. 
Milt Calder also asked for a 
Certificate of Disposal from 
McDonough to prevent him from 
dumping any of the debris on 
neighboring land, 

Ficocicllo said he feared, with 
bankruptcy over McDonough's 
head, he might leave town before 
the site is cleared. Allegedly, Ed 
Shay of E.F, Shea Concrete is 
considering the purchase of the 
Ainsworth Road site.

The bill would amend section 34 
of Chapter 138, and would insert 
the following language: 

“or whoever, whether a licensee 
under this chapter or not, in their 
residence or elsewhere, serves or 
furnishes any alcoholic beverages 
to any person under twenty-one 
years of age who is not his child, 
ward or §pouse and is unac- 
companied by his parent or 
guardian," 


‘The bill follows up on a case last 
year in which a Wilmington couple 
was charged with serving alcoholic 
beverages to minors, youths who 
wore leaving for the senior prom. 
The incident became public after 
the couple's son became sick at the 
prom and was then barred from 
graduation, The mother went to 
federal court and obtained an 
injunction forcing school officials 
to allow him to participate in the 
ceremony, 

When police took the couple to 
court for serving alcohol, the judge 
found them not guilty on the 
grounds that the law only applied 
to persons licensed to serve 
alcoholic beverages, 


Mosquito spraying 
slated for June 


It may be a cold, wet spring, but 
you have probably slapped your 
first mosquito of the year, 

Towns in this area used to spray 
for mosquitoes. With increasing 
concern over chemical spraying, a 
slate agency has taken over the task 
of trying to control the varmints, 
Part of the job is monitoring the 
growth of mosquito larvae, with 
some efforts at eliminating or 
treating sites where larvae can 
develop. Mosquito larvae breed in 
Slagnant water, Besides swamps, 
ideal breeding sites for mosquitoes 
include old tires, bottles and cans, 
or any place that even a small 
amount of water can collect, Home- 
owners can help fight mosquitoes by 


looking for and eliminating objects 
which might hold pools of water, 

Primary treatment for larvae is a 
biological control agent called 
Bacillus Thuringiensis israelensis 
(B.ti.), 

The Central Massachusetts Mos- 
quito Control Project will be 
spraying in Wilmington on five 
Mondays in June, The dates are June 
1, 8, 15, 22 and 29, Low volume 
Spraying operations will be 
conducted in early evening in areas 
where CMMCP has found heavy 
mosquito populations,

School trips come

Two trips — one a class trip to 
Nantucket and the other an 
educational conference in Washing- 
ton D.C, — came under scrutiny 
Wednesday by the Wilmington 
School Committee, After initial 
debate on cach, members approved 
the first and denied the second, 

North Intermediate Principal Mi- 
chael Tikonoff and teacher Frank 
Birmingham asked tho’ committwo 
to approve a'seventh grade trip to 
Nantucket, Birmingham said the 
trip was a follow-up'to a sixth 
grade research project on whaling 
and oceanography and, if succes- 
sful, would become an annual event 
possibly including both middle 
schools, Approximately 30 students 
and four chaperones will be 
participating in the enrichment 
activity on June 10-12, 

"We're trying to make something 
happen here that really touches the 
curriculum," Tikonoff explained, 

The itinerary calls for a stay at 
the. Star of the Sea Youth Hostel 
and visits to the Nantucket 
Junior-Senior High School, the 
Nantucket Whaling Museum, the 
Maria Mitchell Science Center, and 
a bicycle tour of the island, The 
entire cost of the trip will be $109, 

While commitice members 
praised the idea, they did question 
the lateness of the request since the 
deposit information had already 
been sent out to parents, The men 
said they had been under time 
constraints in putting the trip 
together and no deposits had been 
cashed pending approval by the 
board, 

"This happens quite frequently; it 
comes to us after the fact," noted 
Peggy Kane, 

Committeemen were also con- 
cerned about paying for substitutes 
for the three teachers slated to go 
on the trip, John DeMarco sug- 
gested high school instructors help 
cover the classes since the seniors 
have already signed out for the

The board was not so kind to

Timing played a big part in the 
members’ decision to deny the 
request, which was brought to their 
attention the day before the 
conference was to begin, Fay 
attributed the late notige to his 
request for more information from 
the administrator. 

"I don't like the timing on this," 
said Linda McMenimen, adding 
Nortonen should have requested 
personal days so the board isn't put 
in a position of setting a precedent, 

"This puts us in a difficult 
position,” agreed Brad Jackson 
who said the board is not a rubber 
stamp. 

DeMarco spoke out in favor of 
the request saying Nortonen would 
be bringing back valuable infor- 
mation to be shared with fellow 
administrators, Dr. Shirley Callan 
noted it wasn't really Norienon's 
fault and warned Fay she wouldn't 
vote in favor again if approval is 
requested too late, 

"I'm not happy myself at all with 
the timing but it's grossly unfair to 
the applicant to deny," said 
Chairman Bob Peterson. He 
pointed out the only choice, if the 
board denies the request, is for 
Nortonen to work two days with- 
out pay since a request for personal 
days has to be made up front. 

The motion to approve failed 
four to three, Peterson, DeMarco, 
and Callan voted to approve, 
without prejudice.

Project Charlie 
in Tewksbury 
builds self-esteem

The new D.A.R.E. program (or 
Drug Awareness Resistance Educ- 
ation) has received all the headlines 
lately, but the D.A.R.E. program 
stands on the shoulders of someone 
named Charlie. 

D,A.R.E. takes over when kids 
reach the sixth grade, but Project 
C.H.A.R.L.LE, provides education 
from kindergarten to grade 5 

Project C.H.A.R.L.LE. (which 
stands for Chemical Abuse Recog 
nition Lies in Education) teaches 
the youngsters that they are special 
and should treat themselves well, 
The project was drawn up in Edina 
Minnesota, and adopted five years 
ago in the Tewksbury system, 

A luncheon to honor the Project 
C.HLA.R.L.LE, volunteer staff was 
held last t the Heath Brook 
elementary school, and included the 
school administrators, who came to 
offer their thanks. 

Mary Lou Adams coordinates the 
Project C.H.A.R.L.LE, program in 
the Tewksbury school system, and 
says her volunteers are the heart 
and soul of the program, 

Project C.H.A.R.L.LE,, she said, 
relies more on self-awareness and 
personal behavior training than on 
actual drug and alcohol education. 

The project, Adams said, instills 
in youngsters a s of self-worth, 
and gives them skills for handling 
the common crises of growing up, 
such as anger and frustration, 

"We're trying to create children 
who have a good sense of them- 
selves," Adams said. When the kids 

decisions on their 
. She said, they will hopefully 
choose to avoid drugs and alcohol. 

The 15-week program is broken 
up into four units, Adams said, The 
first portion deals with feelings and 
self-awareness; the second with rel 
ationships; particularly family and 
friends; the third outlines decision- 
making, especially for the Grade 5 
youngsters; and the final section has 
to do with actual drug and alcohol 
awareness, 

The sessions, she said, are given 
in half-hour classes, all handled by 
volunteers from the community. 

Finding the 50 or so volunteers to 
teach the program can be difficult, 
she said, and there is often a last- 
minute scramble-in August to have 
enough volunteers in place for the

start of school in September. She 
added that more volunteers would 
be welcome, 

"Luckily, the program really sells 
itself," said Adams, who has a back- 
ground in teaching, "I don't have to 
twist people's arms.” 

However, she said, the volunteers 
must sometimes be shifted between 
the schools to provide coverage. 

Project C.H.A.R.L.LE.arose out 
of the townwide Drug & Alcohol 
Awareness Committee, and is now 
celebrating its fifth year, With lie 
fanfare, the project has quietly been 
teaching Tewksbury youngsters to 
respect themselves, 

Adams related one story that she 
said highlights the effectiveness of 
the program. One youngster from 
the Project C.H.A.R.L.LE. group 
had a bad day at sports, and he was 
furious. When he didn't come out 
of his room, one of his parents went 
to check, and found him beating up 
a pillow. The youngster said the 
Project C.H.A.R.L.LE, session on 
feelings taught him that venting his 
anger was important, and beating 
up a pillow was a safe alternative to 
more destructive behavior, 

The 1991-1992 school year so far 
has seen an increase in disciplinary 
problems in the schools, Adams 
said, and there is a higher number 
of youngsters who have problems 
that they need to talk about. Some 
of the problems facing kids today, 
she said, would be daunting for an 
adult to handle,

Leverage used to 
force clean-up 
operation

Wilmington officials have im- 
pounded a tractor, backhoe, and 
lowboy trailer from owner 
Coleman McDonough to force him 
to make good on a promise to clean 
up his property on Ainsworth 
Road. There is currently a distress 
warrant out on the owner of C.P. 
McDonough Construction Co., 
according to Health Director Greg 
Erickson, 

Erickson told members of the 
Board of Health Monday he and the 
town manager asked McDonough 
to show "good faith" and begin to 
clean up trash, debris, and vehicles 
on site in return for the equipment. 
Erickson said the owner did begin 
cleaning up the property but it was 
mostly material like soil and loam 
that could be sold for a profit. In 
"the spirit of compromise," he 
added, officials agreed to only keep 


the backhoe so McDonough can use 
the other equipment for the 
clean-up operation. 

Chairman Jim Ficociello spoke 
against that decision. 

"He has not stuck to his word. He 
filled us with promises. Until that 
stuff is out of there I say we keep 
everything," the chairman said. 
The board voted unanimously to 
keep the vehicles and equipment. 
Milt Calder also asked for a 
Certificate of Disposal from 
McDonough to prevent him from 
dumping any of the debris on 
neighboring land, 

Ficociello said he feared, with 
bankruptcy over McDonough's 
head, he might leave town before 
the site is cleared. Allegedly, Ed 
Shay of E.F. Shea Concrete is 
considering the: purchase of the 
Ainsworth Road site.

To date, such chemicals as chromi- 
um, ammonia, chlorides, sulfates, 
and chrome have been found in 
wells dug on and off site. All the 
chemicals, said Olin representatives 
Curt Richards and Steve Morrow, 
are within acceptable levels. 

The company recently took 
samples from nearby town wells 
but only found some chloride and 
sulfates, all within acceptable le- 
vels. No chrome was found, said 
the men. Richards proposed a 
quarterly review of the town wells. 
The board was in agreement. The 
wells were under investigation 
because a plume of material has 
been steadily migrating off the site 
to the west. In some cases, con- 
taminants have been found in off 
site wells. 

"That was very encouraging for 
these (town) wells to be so clean," 
Morrow told the board. Morrow 
added, after digging about 29 pits 
for metals, only drums and 
scattered debris was found in pits 
on site, 

The two men have appeared 
periodically before the town's 
Conservation Commission and the 
Board of Health to update them on 
the assessment progress. Wells 
have been dug both on commercial 
and residential property near the 
site. According to the report, wells 
on the west side are showing "high 
levels" of organics. Deep bedrock 
seems to have channeled the 
contaminants off site said Morrow. 
Richards added residents are not at 
risk since the material is so deep. 
He did add, however, that there has 
been some delay because some 
neighbors are still resisting wells 
on their property. He said the 
company has "worked around 
them" and plans to install and 
monitor additional wells through- 
out the summer.

Bill would tighten 
liquor law 


Wilmington Police Sgt. Robert 
Spencer has submitted a bill to the 
state legislature which would 
Ughten up the law on serving 
alcohol to minors. The bill was 
filed as a late bill by Rep. Jim 
Miceli. 

‘The bill would amend section 34 
of Chapter 138, and would insert 
the following language: 

“or whoever, whether a licensee 
under this chapter or not, in their 
residence or elsewhere, serves or 
furnishes any alcoholic beverages 
to any person under twenty-one 
years of age who is not his child, 
ward or spouse and is unac- 
companied by his parent or 
guardian." 


The bill follows up on a case last 
year in which a Wilmington couple 
was charged with serving alcoholic 
beverages to minors, youths who 
were leaving for the senior prom. 
The incident became public after 
the couple's son became sick at the 
prom and was then barred from 
graduation. The mother went to 
federal court and obtained an 
injunction forcing school officials 
to allow him to participate in the 
ceremony. 

When police took the couple to 
court for serving alcohol, the judge 
found them not guilty on the 
grounds that the law only applied 
to persons licensed to serve 
alcoholic beverages. 


Mosquito spraying 
slated for June 


It may be a cold, wet spring, but 
you have probably slapped your 
first mosquito of the year. 

Towns in this area used to spray 
fot mosquitoes, With increasing 
concern over chemical spraying, a 
state agency has taken over the task 
of trying to control the varmints. 
Part of the job is monitoring the 
growth of mosquito larvae, with 
some efforts at eliminating or 
lreating sites where larvae can 
develop. Mosquito larvae breed in 
stagnant water. Besides swamps, 
ideal breeding sites for mosquitoes 
include old tires, bottles and cans, 
or any place that even a small 
amount of water can collect, Home- 
owners can help fight mosquitoes by 


looking for and eliminating objects 
which might hold pools of water. 

Primary treatment for larvae is a 
biological control agent called 
Bacillus Thuringiensis israelensis 
(B.Li.). 

The Central Massachusetts Mos- 
quito Control Project will be 
spraying in Wilmington on five 
Mondays in June. The dates are June 
1, 8, 15, 22 and 29. Low volume 
spraying operations will be 
conducted in early evening in areas 
where CMMCP has found heavy 
mosquito populations.

School trips come 
under scrutiny

Two trips — one a class trip to 
Nantucket and the other an 
educational conference in Washing- 
ton D.C. — came under scrutiny 
Wednesday by the Wilmington 
School Committee. After initial 
debate on each, members approved 
the first and denied the second. 

North Intermediate Principal Mi- 
chael Tikonoff and teacher Frank 
Birmingham asked the committee 
to approve a‘seventh grade trip to 
Nantucket. Birmingham said the 
trip was a follow-up‘to a sixth 
grade research project on whaling 
and oceanography and, if succes- 
sful, would become an annual event 
possibly including both middle 
schools. Approximately 30 students 
and four chaperones will be 
participating in the enrichment 
activity on June 10-12. 

"We're trying to make something 
happen here that really touches the 
curriculum," Tikonoff explained. 

The itinerary calls for a stay at 
the. Star_of the Sea Youth Hostel 
and visits to the Nantucket 
Junior-Senior High School, the 
Nantucket Whaling Museum, the 
Maria Mitchell Science Center, and 
a bicycle tour of the island. The 
entire cost of the trip will be $109. 

While committee members 
praised the idea, they did question 
the lateness of the request since the 
deposit information had already 
been sent out to parents. The men 
said they had been under time 
constraints in putting the trip 
together and no deposits had been 
cashed pending approval by the 
board. 

"This happens quite frequently; it 
comes to us after the fact," noted 
Peggy Kane. 

Committeemen were also con- 
cerned about paying for substitutes 
for the three teachers slated to go 
on the trip. John DeMarco sug- 
gested high school instructors help 
cover the classes since the seniors 
have already signed out for the 
year, The board voted unanimously 
to approve the trip provided no 
money is paid for subs. 

The board was not so kind to 
Shawsheen School Assistant Princi- 
pal Michele Nortonen, who 
submitted an out-of-state confe- 
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rence request. Nortonen asked the 
board to approve two professional 
days, May 14-15, to attend a 
National Education Committee 
meeting sponsored by the Order of 
the Sons of Italy of America. 
Timing played a big part in the 
members’ decision to deny the 
request, which was brought to their 
attention the day before the 
conference was to begin, Fay 
attributed the late noti¢e to his 
request for more information from 
the administrator. 

"I don't like the timing on this," 
said Linda McMenimen, adding 
Nortonen should have requested 
personal days so the board isn't put 
in a position of setting a precedent, 

"This puts us in a difficult 
position," agreed Brad Jackson 
who said the béard is not a rubber 
stamp. 

DeMarco spoke out in favor of 
the request saying Nortonen would 
be bringing back valuable infor- 
mation to be shared with fellow 
administrators. Dr, Shirley Callan 
noted it wasn't really Nortenon's 
fault and warned Fay she wouldn't 
vote in favor again if approval is 
requested too late. 

"I'm not happy myself at all with 
the timing but it's grossly unfair to 
the applicant to deny," said 
Chairman Bob Peterson. He 
pointed out the only choice, if the 
board denies the request, is for 
Nortonen to work two days with- 
out pay since a request for personal 
days has to be made up front. 

The motion to approve failed 
four to three, Peterson, DeMarco, 
and ‘Callan voted to approve, 
without prejudice. Kane, McMeni- 
men, Phil Fenton, and Jackson 
voted to deny.

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Project Charlie 
in Tewksbury 
builds self-esteem

The new D.A.R.E. program (or 
Drug Awareness Resistance Educ- 
ation) has received all the jlines 
lately, but the D.A.R.E. program 
stands on the shoulders of someone 
named Charlie. 

D.A.R.E. takes over when kids 
reach the sixth grade, but Project 
C.H.A.R.L.LE. provides education 
from kindergarten to grade 5 

Project C.H.A.R.L.LE. (which 
stands for Chemical Abuse Recog 
nition Lies in Education) teaches 
the youngsters that they are special 
and should treat themselves well 
The project was drawn up in Edina 
Minnesota, and adopted five years 
ago in the Tewksbury system. 

A luncheon to honor the Project 
C.H.A.R.L.LE. volunteer staff was 
held last week at the Heath Brook 
elementary school, and included the 
school administrators, who came to 
offer their thanks. 

Mary Lou Adams coordinates the 
Project C.H.A.R.L.LE. program in 
the Tewksbury school system, and 
says her volunteers are the heart 
and soul of the program. 

Project C.H.A,R.L she said, 
relies more on self-awareness and 
personal behavior training than on 
actual drug and alcohol education. 

The project, Adams said, instills 
in youngsters a sense of self-worth, 
and gives them skills for handling 
the common crises of growing up, 
such as anger and frustration 

"We're trying to create children 
who have a good sense of them- 
selves," Adams said. When the kids 
are able to make decisions on their 
own, she said, they will hopefully 
choose to avoid dr and alcohol 

The 15-week program is broken 
up into four units, Adams said. The 
first portion deals with feelings and 
self-awareness; the second with rel 
ationships, particularly family and 
friends; the third outlines decision- 
making, especially for the Grade 5 
youngsters; and the final section has 
to do with actual drug and alcohol 
awareness. 

The sessions, she said, are given 
in half-hour classes, all handled by 
volunteers from the community. 

Finding the 50 or so volunteers to 
teach the program can be difficult, 
she said, and there is often a last- 
minute scramble in August to have 
enough volunteers in place for the

start of school in September. She 
added that more volunteers would 
be welcome. 

“Luckily, the program really sells 
itself,” said Adams, who has a back- 
ground in teaching. "I don't have to 
twist people's arms." 

However, she said, the volunteers 
must sometimes be shifted between 
the schools to provide coverage. 

Project C.H.A.R.L.L.E.arose out 
of the townwide Drug & Alcohol 
Awareness Committee, and is now 
celebrating its fifth year. With litle 
fanfare, the project has quietly been 
teaching Tewksbury youngsters to 
respect themselves. 

Adams related one story that she 
said highlights the effectiveness of 
the program. One youngster from 
the Project C.H.A.R.L.LE, group 
had a bad day at sports, and he was 
furious. When he didn't come out 
of his room, one of his parents went 
to check, and found him beating up 
a pillow. The youngster said the 
Project C.H.A.R.L.LE. session on 
feelings taught him that venting his 
anger-was important, -and- beating 
up a pillow was a safe alternative to 
more destructive behavior. 

The 1991-1992 school year so far 
has seen an increase in disciplinary 
problems in the schools, Adams 
said, and there is a higher number 
of youngsters who have problems 
that they need to talk about. Some 
of the problems facing kids today, 
she said, would be daunting for an 
adult to handle.

File this under "Everything you Wanted to Know About Sex 
but were Afraid to Ask." 

In his ongoing efforts to treat social issues the same way a 
Neanderthal would, State Representative James Robert Miceli 
(D-Committee on Banks and Banking) closed ranks with nine 
other religious zealots in the state legislature, voting to support a 
bill which would have prohibited public schools from distributing 
condoms, 

Despite the minority band of Puritans, the bill, which read like 
it was authored jointly by Pat Robertson and Jerry Falwell, was 
handily rejected. Kudos to the 140 House members who 
apparently don't spend their evenings with the 700 Club and 
understand a health crisis when they see one. 

The statistics on sexually transmitted diseases, or STD, among 
teenagers in Massachusetts is proof positive that societal needs 
have progressed beyond the days of preacher politicians, who 
espoused "social and family values," a.k.a. blissful ignorance. 
This is 1992, not 1892, and the AIDS c: may be just one piece 
of bitter statistical pie on our youth. 

"I think it's public education and more condom use," said Dr. 
Al DeMaria, when asked what the solution is to combating STD 
among teens. DeMaria has the disheartening task of compiling 
Statistics on teenage sexual diseases in the Bay State and is the 
resident expert at the Department of Public Health on the 
adolescent AIDS crisis. 

Feeding the spread of AIDS is the proliferation of other more 
"traditional" diseases. In 1991 Gonorrhea was three times higher 
among teens than other age groups; syphilis was also higher and 
DeMaria said that almost one percent of all Massachusetts teens 
had Clamidia, which leads to chronic pain and sterility. "All of 
this unsafe sex can transmit the HIV virus which causes AIDS," 
said DeMaria, noting the complexity of estimating he exact 
number of teenagers who may be carrying the HIV viru: he 
problem we know is that teens are having sex, and we know that 
because of the teen pregnancy and sexually transmitted disease.’ 

I don't know if this comparison is appropriate or not, but when 
I think of AIDS I remember the science fiction series Aliens, soon 
to debut its third chapter. AIDS is akin to that calculating and 
merciless creature of horror the film, incubating inside a normal 
person until it's ready to rear its ugly head, killing the host. 

"By the time we measure it, it will be too late do to anything 
about," said Dr, DeMaria. 

But the last vestiges of Alice in Wonderland politicians made 
their stand of folly last week, despite the modern day, fatalistic 
headlines, Not exactly the charge.of the Light Brigade, Miceli and 
his eight Pat Buchanan conservatives voted like Leave it to Beaver 
was still on prime time.

I thought I'd drop you a line to let 
you know that out here in 
Wilmington we recently wrapped u 
our annual Town Meeting. I also 
thought you might like to hear the 
results. Once again the kids took it 
on the chin. The school budget was 
reduced for the third year in a row, a 
three year net decrease of over 
$500,000. As a result, since we've 
long since cut all the nonsalary 
budget to bare necessities, we are 
laying off 18 more teachers to 
balance the budget for FY '93. That 
is a total of 70.5 staffers reduced 
since 1989, By the way, we'll have 
210 more students next year than 
1989. Sort of reminds you of the 
lyrics of a once popular Ballard 
“When-an- Irresistible force-mects.an 
Immovable Objective" doesn't it? 

Speaking of 1989, I sat at a meeting 
in Hyannis in 1989 and listened to 
Roseanne Bacon, President of the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ Association 
talk of her school system's decline. 
Libraries closed, computer rooms 
locked, repairs unheeded, teachers 
laid off, classes over 30, I thought, 
"Too bad, but I only have to cut back 
ona few supplies. What a shame, but 
that couldn't happen in 
Wilmington." Guess what? Next 
year, I will have one librarian for six 
schools, no computer instruction 
below grade nine, classes over 30 at 
the secondary level, and I already 
mentioned the layoffs, didn't 1?

Board nixes pipes 
on private land 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

The Water and Sewer 
Commissioners of Wilmington will 
not approve of the installation of a 
public water main across private 
property. Public water mains are to 
be installed only along public 
streets, 

So declared Arthur Smith, 
chairman of the commissioners in a 
meeting last week. 

Lynn Duncan, the conservation 
advisor for the town had asked the 
commissioners to reconsider a 
previous refusal. The request had 
been for a short water main to 
connect Upton Drive and Jonspin 
Road, in North Wilmington, off 
Andover Street. The distance across 
the private land would be less than 
100 feet. 

Chairman Arthur Smith had 
several remarks to make. 

A developer (Tambone) several 
years ago was refused the right to 
“cut across" private property, off 
Ballardvale Street, and as a result 
had to lay a water main for more 
than 1000 feet along that street, 

Smith said that he had to go to 
court too many times to testify 
against proposals for public water 
mains to cross private property. 

Stnith added ‘that, considering’ the 
past refusals it might be possible to 
have an answer from Town Counsel 
Alan Altman, Commissioner Noel 
Baratta added that there is nothing 
to prevent a developer from 
"looping" a water main on a street 


for purposes of ensuring proper 
circulation, if he so desires. 

Smith made a final remark on the 
subject by observing that there are 
at this time about 300 or 400 
commercial buildings in 
Wilmington which are not now 
being used. 

Water pressure is being 
maintained in those buildings as a 
means of fire prevention, he said, 
and in many instances the owners 
are not paying the town for the 
water. The result is that the water 
bills are being added to the tax bills, 
and complications result, 

There had been an executive 
meeting of the commissioners on 
April 6, the subject of which 
nothing is known, The 
commissioners carefully read the 
"minutes" of that meeting, but had 
no comments to make, except a side 
remark by Smith with reference to 
Town Counsel Alan Altman, 

Altman, Smith observed, had been 
sitting through that executive 
session. He had made no comments, 
and "I wonder whose side he was 
on." 

The water commissioners were 
asked to co-sponsor a Hazardous 
Waste Day, in Wilmington, 

The “answer was that the 
commissioners would like the 
details. They were not ready to 
approve of a sum of $25 thousand, 
but might consider a sum of $25 
hundred.

Become Effective June 1, 1992 


In accordance with Chapter 164, Section 58, the Reading Municipal Light Department (RMLD) has filed rate changes and increases to the 
RMLD base rate structure and changes to the general terms and conditions (for all customer classes) effective June 1, 1992. 


COMMERCIAL SCHEDULE 


Designation: 


Commercial C - Rate 


Available in: 
Reading, North Reading, Wilmington and Lynnfield Center 


Applicable to: 

Service under this rate is available to industrial or commercial customers who take all their 
requirements under this rate. All electricity furnished under this rate will be metered 
through one service unless it is convenient for the Department to do otherwise. 


Character of Service: 
A.C. 60 cycles: single phase or three phase. 


Customer Charge: 
$5.22 per month. 


Summer Firm Demand: 
$11.98 per Kilowatt for each Kilowatt used during the customer's monthly peak demand 
in the Summer season. 


Winter Firm Demand: 
$4.40 per Kilowatt for each Kilowatt used during the customer's monthly peak demand 
in the Winter season, 


Summer Energy Rat 
$.05429 per Kilowatthour for all Kilowatthours usage during the Summer months.

Winter Energy Rate: 
$.04124 per Kilowatthour for all Kilowatthours usage during the Winter months 


Definition of Periods: 
‘The Summer season is defined as the months of June through September and the Winter 
season is defined as the months 04 October through May. 


Budget Billing: 

A customer under the C Rate having a billed demand of 50 kW or less over the previous 
twelve month period may elect the Budget Billing program under which the customer is 
required to pay a levelized amount to the Department each billing period during the 
calendar year. This rate is not availableto C Rate customers electing the Contract Demand 
Rate, or the Non Firm Demand Rate. The specifics of this program are outlined in the 
Department's General Terms and Conditions. 


Fuel Adjustment:

when the supply of service involves the use of investment which, in the judgment of the

5. Temporary single phase 120240 Volt, 100 AMP, 3 wire service connections for new 
building construction purposes will be subject to a $300.00 service charge. The initial 
$25.00 of this service charge will be applied as an advance deposit towards the cost of 
electricity used. Utility type construction and wiring will be furnished at cost for fairs, 
carnivals, and other private property work if requested and a permanent electric service 
would not result. 

6. Overhead service attachments will be made without charge except where one or more 
poles are required on private property to support the wires from the street to the service 
entrance, the Department will fumish one pole for that purpose. If more than one pole is 
required, the customers shall pay the cost of additional poles, wires, and settings, 

7. Underground Services supplied from overhead systems will be installed and maintained 
at the customer's expense. 

8 In services requiring transformers for the sole benefit of one customer where pole 
mounting is not possible the customer may be required to supply a mat, fencing, primary 
and secondary conduits, cables, etc. at his own expense less the estimated equivalent 
overhead cost. 

9. The Department reserves the right to install a load-limiting service arranged so as to 
disconnect the service in the premises if the rated capacity of the Department's service is 
exceeded.

A customer will be charged $4.34 per 
kW-month for each kilowatt of demand designated as Non-Firm demand. A failure to 
remove load designated as Non-Firm load shall result in a charge of $17.13 perkW-month 
during the Summer period and $7.25 per kW-month during the winter period. The 
Department shall have the right to limit the requests for curtailment for Non-Firm load. 
The Department, at its option, may request separate metering for Non-Firm loads. 


‘The energy and fuel portion of this Non-Firm Demand rate will be billed at the normal 
Commercial C - rate levels 


A customer must contract to be on the Non-Firm Demand rate for a minimum of one year 


Optional Contract Demand: 

The customer may contract for a specific demand requirement on the Optional Contract 
Demand rate, The customer shall select a demand level which will cover its highest annual 
peak. The cost of the Contract Demand rate is $8.03 per kilowatt, The customer will be 
billed for that amount of kilowatt each month for the entire year, If in any month the 
customer exceeds the contract demand amount then the contract demand will be billed at 
arate of $17.13 per kilowatt during the Summer period and $7.25 per kilowatt during the 
Winter period.

Metering:

In the latter case, or if the customers utilization voltage requires no transformation, a 
discount of 1.8% will be applied to the bill exclusive of the fuel charge but in no case will 
such a discount be allowed if the metering voltage is less than 2,400 voltage.

backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

This weekend is extra special for 
New England gardeners. Memorial 
Day signals the time to pull out all 
the stops, since the chance of having 
a killing frost is now somewhere 
between slim and none. 

In my gardening records, going 
back to 1961 here in North 
Wilmington, I have recorded just 
one hard frost after Memorial Day. 
That happened in 1968. Wilmington 
and Tewksbury gardeners received 
quite a surprise on the morning of 
June 4 that year as the thermometer 
dipped to 29 degrees overnight and 
wiped out everyone's tomato and 
pepper plants. I would call that a 
once in a generation occurrence, 

It is time, this weekend and next, 
to set out all of the tender annuals 
and vegetable plants, Keep an ear 
tuned to the 6 p.m. weather forecast 
though, just in case this 
unpredictable New England 
weather decides to send in the 
“blond assassin" (as Emily 
Dickinson referred to Jack Frost) 
one final time. Plastic buckets, 
newspaper cones and light weight 
plastic sheeting will protect the 
tender plants in an emergency. 

Two exceptions to the rule are 
cucumbers and melons. A common 
question I hear is - why don't I have 
any luck with cucumbers? Doing a 
little probing, it invariably’turns out 
that the gardener has planted his or 
her cuke (or melon) seeds in May. 
The soil has not warmed enough 
until around the 10th of June to 
trigger good germination and 
strong early growth with 
cucumbers, Since cukes require 
only 70 days to mature, this late 
sowing OI sveas allows ample ume 
to harvest the crop. 

Odds and Ends: If you have 
been bothered by white maggots in 
your radishes, do two things; first, 
select a new planting site this year, 
and then hold off planting the radish 
seeds until mid to late June. These 
maggots are the larva of certain 


species of common flies, and they 
will have exited the soil by late June, 
causing no further damage. If you 
had to plant radishes now, you could 
always treat the soil with granular 
diazinon. I don't like to recommend 
this however, since diazinon can do 
a number on your earthworm 
population, Worms, as all organic 
gardeners know, are valuable as 
fertilizer manufacturers and as 
aerators of the soil as they make 
their tunnels, 

Don't fertilize the spot where you 
set Out young pepper plants. Over 
fertilized garden soil will produce 
lots of lush, deep green foliage on 
pepper plants, and very few

‘More stories about Salem & Lowell RR 


went to Lawrence and other places, 

Edmund Sargent of Woburn 
Street, retired superintendent of the 
Water Department has told the 
writer that the Salem & Lowell was 
transporting fuel oil to the Brown's 
Crossing pumping station for 
several years after it was 
constructed, in 1926. He has 
pictures of locomotives plowing 
snow, etc. 

Of particular interest in the 
collec! George Webster is a 
picture of Arthur Williams on a 
three wheel railroad tricycle, at the 
Andover Street crossing of the 
Salem & Lowell. The date of the 
picture is sometime before 1928. 

nd Ethel Williams lived 
for many yéars in a home they had 
constructed, near the Andover 
Street crossing. Prior to that they 
lived in a home westerly of 
Ballardvale Street, at the 
Wilmington Junction, 

The Wilmington Junction was the 
crossing of the Lawrence branch of 
the Boston & Maine, and the Lowell 
& Salem Railroad, There was a two 
story signal tower at the site, owned 
by the Boston & Maine, and it might 
be presumed that Arthur was 
employed there. He and Ethel had a 
home nearby. 

Hand propelled railroad cars were 
common, 100 years or so in the 
past. They were for the use of 
railroad repair gangs, 

Rudolph (Dolph) Porter of 
Wilmington was the boss of a 
railroad construction and repair 
gang, back before World War I. A 
picture of Dolph and his crew was 
published in this paper about 25 
years ago. All were residents of 
Wilmington, 

In that picture could be seen the 
four wheeled "hand car" on which 
they traveled, 

Arthur's vehicle was probably for 
the use of the railroad tower men, If 
they had a report of any sort of an 
accident they could go to the site 
quickly, and find out what had 
happened. It can be noted that there 
were seats for two men. 

Edmund Sargent remembers 
seeing that vehicle about 1927-8, 
before Arthur Williams began to 
work for the Wilmington Water 
Department. 

Arthur Williams lived until June 
1973, Ethel Williams passed away 
January 21, 1985,

Writer on fire

u've travelled around 
the world, acted on the 
Stage and for television 


and spent the last 14 years as a 
firefighter, now the times are a lit- 
tle bit difficult for your chosen 
profession and, if you're Philip 
Hebert Dorn, you fight back by 
writing a book, 


You're an unknown author try- 
ing to get a fairly good book pub- 
lished and come within a hair- 
breadth of having a major pub- 
lishing house do the honors, only 
to see it fall through. If you're 
Philip “The Actor” Dorn, you 
don’t give up, you publish the 
book yourself. 

The outcome of all this is 
“Flames,” Hebert's first attempt at 
writing and publishing his own 
work, 


As a literary work Flames is a 
diamond in the rough, It has many 
good facets and could satisfy a 
number of different audiences. 

Among thuse that will enjoy 
Flames are sparks, mystery read- 
ers, and those interested in local 
politics and sociology. 

Flames looks at the inside of a 


firehouse, set in the Maplewood 
section of Malden, during a rough 
economic period in that city’s his- 
tory. If it sounds familiar already, 
wait until you read some of the 
descriptions of Malden, Melrose, 
Lynn and other surrounding com- 
munities that are contained in the 
book. 

The author has set out a plot 
line based on real-life experi- 
ences, using some of the area’s 
best known fires as a basis for his 
plot. 


Even the ending is based on a 
real-life scenario experienced by a 
group in the City of Boston. 

Dorn has set out a good plot 
line and gives the reader several 
different suspects in a case of 
arson that has been spreading 
through the city. 


After setting out a number of 
different clues, both real and false, 
he manages to spring a believable 
surprise ending on the reader. 

At times the book becomes dif- 
ficult to read only because of the 
lack of a good editor. And at one 
point it seems that the characteri- 
zations were all clumped together 
instead of being evenly spread 
out.

However, that will happen in 
books written by the best of 
authors and in the case of Flames, 
it should not keep the reader from 
finishing and enjoying the story. 

One word of caution about 
Flames, it is not politically cor- 
rect.

captures the essence of the book. 

After all of the above is com- 
plete, including the two years it 
took to write the book, Dorn said, 
“Then the real work starts, You 
have to market it.” 

For all of his experience in 
other fields, Dorn admits to not 
having any knowledge of market- 
ing. 

“I started out all wrong, by 
doing a mailing at $.30 per-letter,” 
he said. 

Those letters went out to all of 
the area book stores. Now, Dorn

has changed his marketing policy 
and is making cold calls on the 
store owners and managers in a 
successful effort to get them to 
carry the paperback. 

Early into the process, Dorn 
learned the lesson of having to 
spend money to make money and 
bought some advertising space in 
literary journals and local newspa- 
pers. The money was well spent 
as the store owners that had put 
some faith in his work noticed 
that sales started to pick up. 

All of this learning experience 
was brought about by the fact that 
Dorn had spent several months 
corresponding back and forth with 
Random House Publishers, only 
to have the book finally turned 
down, when the original editor 
assigned to the project left on a 
maternity leave of absence and 
the new editor did not want to 
take on the project. 

“After Random House and all 
the correspondence, I was heart- 
broken,” Dorn said. 

In an interview Dorn described 
the route taken through the land of 
literary agents in an effort to get 
his book published. 

“They say get published and 
then come see us,” Dorn said. 


He noted that some of the less 
scrupulous publishers offer to 
read a book and critique it for a 
fee that can sometimes be as high 
as several hundred dollars. 

In talking with Dom one does 
not get a sense of bitterness 
towards the publishing houses. He 
philosophizes that with the tough 
economic times the publishers are 
looking to stay with those authors 
that have already proven to be 
saleable. 

Dorn is a native of Malden, 
and said that the depiction of the 
Actor’s character in the book is 
based pretty much on his own life. 

He admitts to being the class 
clown during his school days but 
graduated in the top nine percent 
of the Malden High School Class 
of 1966. 

From there he went on to 
Charlestown’s Bunker Hill 
Community College where he 
received an Associates Degree in 
Hotel and Restaurant 
Management. However, that was 
not to be his life and Dorn 
returned to the Bunker Hill and 
receive his Associates Degree in 
Fire Sciences, 

It took a while for Dom to’use 
either degree as he had been inter- 
ested in theater since his days of 
acting at the former Lincoln 
Junior High School in Malden. 

Dorn recalled going by the 
School's auditorium and secing 
some of the student auditioning 
for a production of Guess Who’s 
Coming to Dinner. 

Although he had been invited 
to audition, Dorn did not immedi- 
ately answer the call. 

It was not until the director 
almost shamed him onto the stage 
that he did his first audition. As 
Dorn explains it, he stole the part 
of Banjo from another student. 

In college Dorn performed in 
Our Town and Pfeiffer’s People. 
He has also done several profes- 
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sional stints on the stage including 
some in the Boston area with the 
former People’s Theater. 

His acting continued even bece 
Dorn had joined the fire depayt- 
ment, and it was his appearanges 
in four of the 13 Spencer For Hire 
episodes that earned Dorn jthe 
sobriquet of Actor, / 


One episode that Dorn is espe- 
cially proud of is the scene he got 
to do with the show's star, Robert 
Urich, and guest star, Chuck 
Connors. . 


In the book as in real life Dom 
notes that he has done enough 
travelling to have been around the 
world 11 times. 

In actuality Dorn notes, “I've 
been around the world once in a 
complete circumnavigation,” 

He recalled that the trip was 
part of a special package with the 
former Pan American Airlines, 

Although he continued to trav- 
el after meeting his wife, Denise 
(Denny), that travel stopped when 
their son Mark came along.

According to Dorn, Denny is 
not only his wife but in many 
respects the person that balances 
his life. 

With all of this why write a 
book?

However, he also explained 
that the book was written for the 
firefighters of Malden and other 
communities who are doing a 
tough job in a bad economic time.

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Most high schools, colleges 
and universities hold graduation 
ceremonies in May or June. 
Almost everyone knows what an 
educated brain is. It's a person 
who has earned a "BS, BA, Ph.D, 
etc." Not too many, however, 
know what an "educated heart” is, 
It's a person who knows some- 
thing good about someone and 
says it and knows something bad 
about a person and doesn't say it. 

Many graduation speeches are 
forgotten the next day. The short 
speech that my mother gave when 
each of my brothers and sisters 
graduated is still remembered by 
me to this day. It was "As a little 
girl in Ireland, my chore every 
morning before going to school 
was to open the gate and let a 
small flock of sheep go out to pas- 
ture. After two or three sheep 
went out, I held a stick about a 
foot up from the ground across the 
gateway. When a few sheep 
jumped over the stick I pulled the 
stick away and every remaining 
sheep "jumped" over an invisible 
barrier. They jumped," my mother 
said, "because the sheep in front 
jumped. My advice to you, " she 
continued, "is don't be like that 
flock of sheep. Don't do anything 
just because someone else is 
doing it. Ask yourselves this ques- 
tion, ‘Is it the honest, decent and 
honorable thing for me to do'?" I 
hope many readers will remember 
and follow that advice. 

Some people are gifted orators, 
They can hold an audience spell- 
bound with their choice of words 
and delivery. I never had that nat- 
ural ability to speak from a stage 
or podium, Folks, I decided to ask 
my learned friend, Fr, Martin 
Ryan S.J. (Professor emeritus 
from Boston College) for his 
advice. He told me the story of 
Demosthenes who had a speech 
impediment, He would go to the 
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seashore everyday and fill his 
mouth with pebbles. He would 
release one of the pebbles as he 
spoke, thereby he corrected his 
speech proWlem and became an 
orator. Fr. Ryan suggested that I 
use marbles instead of pebbles 
and said, "After you have lost all 
your ‘marbles’, there's a slim 
chance you may become an orator." 

There's a world of difference 
between a politician and a states- 
man. A politician thinks in terms 
of the "present" with a "what's in 
store for me" attitude. The states- 
man thinks of the "future genera- 
tions" and votes that way. Holding 
public elective office can be very 
frustrating at times, It's like danc- 
ing on a crowded dance hall floor. 
No matter how careful one moves, 
swings and sways, he or she is 
bound to rub someone the wrong 
way! 

When my cousin, Mark Aloisi, 
was about five-years-old, I said to 
him at a family party, "Mark, I 
have a silver dollar and a quarter 
in my hand. Pick one and keep it." 
I was surprised to see that Mark 
picked the quarter. I repeated it 
many times during the evening 
and Mark kept picking the quarter. 
His grandfather, Joseph Aloisi, 
called Mark aside and said, "Don't 
you know the silver dollar is 
worth four times more than the 
coin you picked?" "I know that,” 
replied Mark with a wry smile, 
"but so far I have $12.50 of that 
stupid Woodchips's money."

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"The Playboys" Starring 
Robin Wright, Aidan Quinn, 
Albert Finney.

Set in a remote Irish village in 
1957, everything about "The 
Playboys" evokes an era that 
ended when television was piped 
all over the island. Though there 
is a romantic triangle at the heart 
of this story, equally important are 
the onlookers - nosy neighbors 
and an interfering priest. They 
represent the societal structure of 
a small town, where people stayed 
busy by keeping tabs on their 
neighbors. 

The person receiving more 
attention than she ever wanted is 
Tara Maguire, an unwed mother 
who refuses to name the father of 
her baby. She has upset all sense 
of order and the locals want her 
paramour fingered and walking 
down the aisle to her, Tara, played 
with convincing aplomb by Robin 
Wright, will have none if it. She 
sees past the hypocrisy of her 
neighbors and holds her head high 
as she pushes her prom. 

When a troupe of raggedy thes- 
pians pitch their tent on the vil- 
lage green, Tara sees a means of 
escape from her claustrophobic 
life and the local policeman 
(Albert Finney) determined to win 
her, That escape is sought both in 
a romance with one of the actors 
(Aidan Quinn) and in the troupe 
itself, which will be leaving with- 
in a week, perhaps with her. After 
all, she wants out and the group's 
manager, an endearing ham (Milo 
O'Shea) could use a seamstress. 
All the better if she can sing, too, 

The plotline is rather busy, 
with a subplot about the IRA and 
smuggling which goes nowhere. 
But writers Shane Connaughton 
(who wrote the screenplay for 
"My Left Foot") and Kerry 
Crabbe, masterfully convey the 
boredom in a two-pub town that 
makes every little event seem 
noteworthy. The townsfolk, from 
wee children to middle-aged 
matrons, take on the part of Greek 


chorus, led by an all powerful 
Priest. The story never picks up a 
nasty edge, but is infused with 
humor and even a sense of buoy- 
ance. We know Tara to be the kind 
of woman who will never be 
ground down by small-minded 
neighbors or domineering men. 
Though the plot may have a 
few loose ends, the actors are in 
complete control. Wright, whose 
credits include "The Princess 
Bride" and "State of Grace," is 
fabulous in this breakthrough role. 
She holds her own against Finney 


Though he's no match for 
Finney's years of experience, 
Quinn brings integrity to the 
charismatic actor who finds 
acceptance from Tara because he:
